and score board. 

Outstanding bills aggregate $75 for 
which there is money on hand and in 
addition the league has a $50 contin- 
gency fund. 

The league has spent to date $378 
for services of umpires, gatemen and 
scorekeepers, and for softballs. The 
itemized report says the average night- 
ly “overhead” for labor is $11.50. 

The report continues: 

“We are now starting our second 
half of the league schedule and are 
playing games on Saturday night 
which are attracting large crowds. The 
officials of the league wish to express 
their appreciation of the cooperation 
of the Board of Supervisors and we 
feel that all of our efforts have been 
well repaid by the interest of the play- 
ers and the public. The stands are 
crowded nightly and the games are 
hotly contested to the general satisfac- 
tion of all. Cheap recreation has been 
provided for a great group of people. 

“In addition, the recreation project, 
which has received its financial sup- 
port from the monies expended by the 
soft ball league, has developed sports 
among other people and also assisted 
the league. Some 10 men are now em- 
ploved at the Park cleaning up and 
making improvements possible by the 
use of labor. Your cooperation is urg- 
ed in using this labor to the best ad- 
vantage.”

Virginia; Senator Clark Wins 
In Missouri; Winrod Trails

Results of yesterday’s primaries in 
four states follow: 

Virginia—Rep. Howard W. Smith, D., 
who opposed New Deal measures in 
congress almost as often as he sup- 
ported them, easily won renomination 
from the eighth district over William 
E. Dodd, Jr., who ran as a 100 per cent 
New Dealer. In the second district, 
former Rep. Colgate W. Darden de- 
feated the incumbent, Rep. Norman R,. 
Hamilton, for the democratic nomin- 
ation. 

Missouri—Sen. Bennett Clark easily 
won democratic renomination. The 
Republicans nominated former gover- 
nor Henry Caufield to oppose him in 
the fall election. 

Kansas—Kansans refuse republican 
senatorial nomination to the Rev. Ger- 
ald Winrod, foe of Jews and Cath- 
olics and called ‘the Jayhawk Hitler.” 
Former Governor Clyde M. Reed was 
apperent victor with Winrod running 
third.
